Resolution of Z. 0. A. 
Urges Russian Support

WASHINGTON — Rabbi Isadore 
Breslau, executive director of the 
Zionist Organization of America, 
this week denied that the political 
committee at the Z. O. A. in Cin- 
cinnati declined the suggestion to 
pass a resolution on Soviet Russia 
as a British ally in the present 
war. 

“No political resolutions were 
considered or adopted other than 
the one proclamation presented to 
the convention by Dr. Wise on Sept. 
7 and unanimously adopted,” Rabbi 
Breslau said. “The proclamation in- 
cluded a paragraph saying ‘we are 
confident that the mighty effort of 
the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions, China, Russia, Free France 
and all their allies, with the in- 
sreasingly effective aid of our own 
country, will, under God, result in 
the total defeat of Hitlerism and 
in the triumph of freedom.’ This 
yroclamation was intended to cover 
all political matters, and it in- 
“udes a definite and specific refer- 
once to Russia, along with the other 
major belligerents, as deserving of 
our encouragement and support.”

Shortage of Labor

the light of the acute shortage of 
agricultural labor there, it was an- 
nounced in Commons by Geoffrey 
Shakespeare, undersecretary of do- 
minions, spéaking on behalf of 
Lord Moyne, the colonial secretary. 
Mr. Shakespeare disclosed that the 
question will be reviewed when the 
immigration quota for the next six 
months comes up for consideration. 
During the debate on Palestine 
immigration, David Adams, Labor- 
ite, stressed the continued shortage 
of agricultural labor as a result of 
the virtual suspension of labor im- 
migration last year. He asked 
whether the government intended 
to meet the demand for at least 
5,200 additional workers to satisfy 
immediate agricultural needs. 
Shakespeare replied that he un- 
derstood that recently there was a 
marked increase in rural employ- 
ment in Palestine, and in recogni- 
tion of that fact the high commis- 
sioner had announced that 750 cer- 
tificates would be distributed from 
July 1 to Sept. 30, with the prefer- 
ence going to agricultural laborers. 








Abolish Electric Street Cars

ZURICH—Electric street cars 


have been abolished in the War- 
saw Jewish ghetto and horse- 
drawn cars have been substituted 
by the Nazi, according to a re- 
port in the Nowy Kurier War- 
szawski, Nazi-controlled Polish 
newspaper published in Warsaw. 
The fare on these “ghetto cars” 
is sixty groshy, nominally 12 
cents. 

In the “aryan” sections of 
Warsaw the street cars are still 
being operated by electricity. 
The cars, however, are repainted 
yellow, since the Nazis consid- 
ered the former red-white color 
too reminiscent of the Polish na- 
tional colors. 





Nazis Try To Force Jews 
To Guard War Property

LONDON.— The Nazi authori- 


ties in the district of Bialystok 
have decided to intern in one huge 
ghetto all the 250,000 Jews of the 
district who did not succeed in 
leaving the territory prior to its 
occupation by the Nazi armies, it 
was reliably reported here. 

The ghetto into which all the 
Jews will be driven has already 
been established in the city of 
Bialystok with the 50,000 Jews of 
that city serving as the nucleus. 
The rigid regulations applied to 
the 400,000 Jews in the Warsaw 
ghetto will also be applied to the 
250,000 Jews in the ghetto of 
Bialystok. 


Simultaneously, it was reported 
here that the German military 
commandant in Bialystok sum- 
moned the Jewish leaders there 
and informed them that Jews will 
henceforth be held responsible for 
all acts hindering German war ef- 
forts. He claimed that sabotage 
committed hitherto in the city was 
“mainly the work of the Jews” and 
added that “if Jews want to es- 


cape reprisals they must help the | 


Germans guard the railways, 
bridges, roads and tunnels.” The 
Nazi radio stations boasting:ly re- 
ported that “hundreds of Jewish 
guerrillas have been shot in the 
Minsk districts.” 








Refugee Ship “Hell on Earth”

NEW YORK—Ending a “horror 
voyage” from Europe, 787 refu- ' 


gees, the majority of them Jews, 
reached New York on board the 
Spanish freighter Navemar, which 
acquired the name “The Floating 
Concentration Camp” when it sailed 
from Portugal for Cuba and the 
United States on Aug. 17. 


The 5,470-ton freighter, with 
normal accommodations for fifteen 
passengers, made the voyage across 
the Atlantic carrying 1,180 passen- 
gers. Several hundred of them 
landed in Cuba, some were sent to 
hospitals when the steamer landed 
in Bermuda and five died on the 
high seas. 





Describing the ship as “hell on 
earth,” the passengers upon reach- 
ing the Columbia Street peer, in! 
Brooklyn, stated that hardly one of | 
them escaped an attack of dysen- 
tery. Death and sickness, they said, 


were rampant aboard the vessel. 
The food was spoiled, the water 
was bad, and the passengers had to 
sleep on the deck. This, despite the 
fact that the fares they paid 
ranged from $300 to $1,000 for 
each passenger. 


Public health authorities held 
the Navemar in quarantine for 
several hours while they made a 
thorough inspection. The cutter 
which takes newspaper reporters 
down to the bay to meet incoming 
ships was ordered not to go near 
the freighter. Custom passes is- 
sued to relatives to meet the pas- 
sengers at the pier beyond the cus- 
toms barriers were declared void.

Lindbergh Attack 
Qn Jews Scored 
By Clergy, Press

NEW YORK—Americans in all 


walks of life and of all religions 
this week continued to voice their 
protests against Charles A. Lind- 
bergh’s effort to inject the Jewish 
issue into his campaign for isola- 
tionism . Catholics and Protestants 
alike felt that the flier’s reflection 
on the Jews in his speech in Des 
Moines was unworthy and un- 
American. 


Members of the clergy through- 

out the country sharply condemned 
Lindbergh for his slur on the Jews, 
and the press outspokenly accused 
| the flier of inciting racial hatred. 
General Robert E. Wood, head of 
the America First Committee which 
sponsored the Des Moines meeting 
at which Lindbergh delivered his 
address, was asked to disavow, per- 
sonally or in behalf of the Amer- 
ica First Committee, the anti- 
Semitic attack made by the flier so 
as to clear himself of the respon- 
sibility for Lindbergh’s outpour- 
ings against the Jews. 

Leading in the clergy’s fight 
| against Lindbergh’s anti-Jewish 
| assertions were the churchmen of 
|the nation’s capital. Pastors of 
every church in Washington de- 
plored the fact that the flier raised 
a racial issue in the discussion of 
America’s national problems. The 
same sentiments were expressed by 
church leaders in almost every 
large city from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Rev, Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr 
of the Union Theological Seminary, 
sent telegrams to twenty members 
of the America First Committee 
urging them to disassociate them- 
selves from any action to incite 
racial and religious strife in this 
country. 

General Robert E. Wood, chair- 
man of the America First Commit- 
tee, stated that he will issue no 
statement for himself or the com- 
mittee “until after the committee 
meets and takes up the matter,” 

Dorothy Thompson, famous col- 
umnist, charged Lindbergh with 
“playing the game of America’s 
; enemies in typical Nazi fashion by 
|making the Jews the scapegoats.” 
| Francis E. McMahon, vice presi- 
|dent of the Catholic Association 
‘for International Peace, assailing 
| Lindbergh’s attack on the Jews 
challenged the flier to a debate.: 
Lewis W. Douglas, chairman of the 
policy group of the Committee to 
Defend America, linked Lind- 
bergh’s anti-Jewish allegations 
with the “characteristics of Nazi- 
ism.” 

Dr. Frank Kingdom, chairman of 
the New York Fight for Freedom 
Committee, addressing a gathering, 
denounced Lindbergh’s “voice~ of 
prejudice, intolerance and hatred.” 
District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey 
Dewey of New York, speaking be- 
fore an audience of 2,500 at a pic- 
nic of the Republican party, sharp- 
ly challenged Lindbergh’s attack on 
Jews as “an inexcusable abuse of 
the right of freedom of speech 
which every American, regardless 
of his views, will wholly reject.”

Books Burn, Nazis Dance

LONDON.—The books of the 
Mapu library in Kaunas, the 
largest and oldest Jewish library 
in Lithuania, named after the 
Jewish novelist, Abraham Mapu, 
have been burned in a huge bon- 
fire ordered by Heinrich Lohse, 
the new Nazi commissar for 
Lithuania. 

The burning of the Jewish 
volumes took place in front of 
the library in the presence of 
high German officials.

Mr. Zilch Buys a Hotel | 





A traveler brings tidings from Miami Beach. 
And what news do travelers bring from Miami 
Beach? Has it to do with the sparkling blue 
water of Biscayne Bay? With the drenching sun- 
light? With the everlasting summer time? 

No! Of none of these things do our travelers 
bring news. When the returning traveler has 
been greeted by all his friends and they have told 
him that he looks as brown as a berry and his 
wife has reported how many pounds she gained 
at Miami Beach, the talk drifts to the matter of 
hotels. 

There is this hotel and that. The traveler says 
he went to the Superba Hotel and the moment he 
set eyes on the clerk he could tell there was some- 
thing anti-Semitic in him. He had a glacial glint 
in his eye. 

His voice was frigid too when he said: “We 
haven’t any more rooms.” He didn’t even say he 
was sorry they didn’t have any more rooms, just 
said: “We haven’t any more rooms.” Like that! 

“And what did you say to him?” everybody 
asks. 

“I just gave him a cold look, almost contemp- 
tuous, and walked out.” 

Everybody agrees that is just the way to han- 
dle a matter like that. Show these anti-Semites 
the way to be a gentleman! 

So the -talk goes on until everybody in the 
room has told of something that happened to him 
in a hotel or of something he heard about some- 
body who went to the Extravaganza Hotel and 
said: “Is it true you don’t want Jews here?” 
And the clerk snapped “That’s right,’’ with no 
apologies at all. It’s getting so that they aren’t 
embarrassed by their anti-Semitism any more, 
as they used to be. 

The travelers bring back only gloom from 
Miami Beach, sunlit as it is. But I started out 
to tell another story altogether, told to me by a 
traveler who brought back in his heart the laugh- 
ing sunlight of Florida and in his eyes the merry 
twinkle of the waters of the bay and in his mind 
a philosopher’s tolerance of such aggravations as 
a Floridian hotel. 

By laughter and philosophy he manages to 
make Florida endurable and even enjoyable. 

“It’s a true story,” he laughed. “In fact, it was 
told to me by Mr. Zilch himself. I call him Mr. 
Zilch because that’s the name of your own favor- 
ite citizen upon whom you hang everything.” 

Well, Mr. Zilch is a most substantial gen:leman, 
Who in his native city hasn’t heard of Mr. Zilch? 
He is a big doorknob manufacturer and door- 
knobs come off his assembly lines in millions a 
year. He has almost made good his slogan: “Mr. 
Zilch Doorknob on Every Door.” 

This is told just by way of background to show 
how well able Mr. Zilch is to indulge his fancies. 

A most estimable gentleman he is, too. If you 
are an estimable gentleman it is even more ag- 
gravating to be pushed out of a hotel. If you 
were a low character you could say, perhaps this 
is coming to me, considering what I am, But an 
estimable gentleman feels hurt, the more so, since 
he is a gentleman, he is not one to talk back 
roughly to the clerk. And, being a wise man, 
besides, he knows very well that the clerk is only 
the voice of the management and the management 
is the reflection of the prejudices of the public 
and the public’s mind is an emanation of dark 


shadows from the abysses of time. 

When Mr. Zilch heard of a certain hotel in 
Miami Beach being for sale he was at once in- 
terested. Not only could he see that it might be 
a good investment but it seemed to offer Mr. 
Zilch a happy refuge in a very sorry world. 

What was the world coming to,anyway? Mr. 
Zilch remembered fondly the time it was a w-de, 
wide world whose horizons were open to every- 
one. In that time Mr. Zilch himself had gone a 
long way. But now he was aware of walls press- 
ing in all around him and doors closing against 
him. The horizons were scarcely to be seen any 
longer. One door and another had closed and 
signs had been hung up: “No Jews!” 

If he bought the hotel he would have an island 
of refuge. They might push him out of the 
Superba Hotel and the Extravanganza’s clerk 
might stab him through and through with an 
icicle glance but in his own hotel] he would be 
safe. In his old age it would comfort his tired 
heart against any bitter wind that might be blow- 
ing even as far south ds Miami Beach. Hadn’t 
the bitter winds blown even in sunny Italy? 

He bought the hotel. Since he knew nothing 
about running a hotel, he leased it to a manage- 
ment. 

Last winter Mr. Zilch made ready to leave for 
Florida with none of the worries that formerly 
had harrassed these preparations: What hotel to 
go to? Did this hotel take Jews? Did that hotel? 

Mr. Zilch had his own hotel and there he would 
go. He didn’t even bother to write for reserva- 
tions, He was going early in the season and there 
would be p'enty of room. 

In fact, when, before the purchase, he inspected 
the hotel he had mentally reserved for his own 
a certain suite. It was the ideal spot. This mag- 
nificent view of the bay! The breezes! The taste- 
ful furnishings! 

His trip southward was made the more pleasur- 
able by happy contemplations of his being the 
owner of a hotel. He had done away with all the 
annoyances of being just a guest. 

The taxi swiftly brought him to the door. He 
paused on the sidewalk to look up at the lovely 
structure so bright in the morning’s sunlight. 
Yes, he thought, that’s what it was in the storms 
of the dark world: The loveliest of islands. 

Briskly he walked across the lobby to register. 
If Mr. Zilch expected a warm welcome in his 
own hotel, he was immediately disappointed. The 
clerk was a new man who looked down his nose 
at Mr. Zilch. 

“TI should like to have that suite on the fourth 
floor overlooking the bay,” Mr. Zilch began. 

The clerk was coldly sorry. He had picked up 
one of the management’s folders.

A tragic year of suffering 

desperation for millions of 
brethren in war-torn Europe 
drawn to a close. Although 
omnivorcus specter of war has 
spread its ghoulish arms to en- 
circle wider horizons in Europe 
and Africa, the very expanse of 
the front of armed conflict bears 
a glimmer of hope. For the first 
time in more than two years of 
mimpeded and almost universally 
successful lightning warfare, the 
Nazi juggernaut is beginning to 
bog down. The determination of 
the remaining free peoples of the 
earth, particularly in the western 
hemisphere, to retain their freedom 
and to cooperate to wipe out the 
scourge of Nazidom has given the 
despairing, manacled nations of 
Europe a new lease on life. 

All these developments of the 
Hebrew calendar year just com- 
pleted were somehow limned in the 
New Year that was born early last 
October. “TSSA” could easily have 
been the reading of the le‘ters 
signifying 5701. And “TISSA” as 
its name implies has “uplifted” the 
hearts and hopes of men for the 
rapid'y dawning day of victory of 
the right, the restoration of man’s 
Iberties, the establishment of 
peace. By the same token, may not 
the New Year, 5702, ”’TeSHeB” be 
God’s promise to a suffering hu- 
manity, to a tortured Jewry, “thou 





shalt dwell” securely once again. 
Soon again, “thou shalt live” in 
peace. It was in the language of 
the very same verb that Isaiah and 
Micah painted their picture of that 
millenial peace when every man 
shall dwell securely “under his vine 
and under his fig-tree and none 
shall make him afraid.’ Who 
knows but that the happy events 
of the unfolding year may usher in 
that new era that will bring heal- 
ing on its wings to a wounded 
world, and once and for all give 
security to the children of men. 

If any pecple have the right to 
hope for such a day, it is Israel, 
the supreme optimists of history, 
whom no adversity of time nor 


'clime-could destroy. The Midrash 


speaks of a legendary cup, large 
and ample, which catches the tears 
of Jews shed during days of per- 


| secution and suffering. When that 


cup is full to overflowing, goes the 
legend, then salvation will come to 
Jewry. Surely, in the cataclysm 
that has engulfed eight millions of 
our brethren in Europe, that cup 
of Jewish tears is full to over- 
flowing; and now salvation must 
come! 

To my fellow Jews on this dawn- 
ing of a new year, I extend warm- 
est holy day greetings, and would 
strike a hopeful chord from the 
symphony of Israel’s past. We are 
an Am Olam, an eternal people, 
the veteran survivors of every 
crisis in history. We “shall not die, 
but live, and declare the works of 
the Lord.”

The Editor’s Chair: 


Back in 1931 Barzillai Lodge, 
B’nai B'rith, of Lafayette, com- 
memorated the golden anniversary 
of one of its leading members, 
Brother Henry Rosenthal. For 
that occasion, Andrew Fried, sec- 
retary of the lodge, whom you all 
know is also secretary of the State 
Association, prepared a paper, the 
most part of which was a trip 
back into the old minutes of the 
Todge. 

Here are a few quotations from 
the paper: “At one meeting back 
in 1874, Brother J. Mayer ‘got 
noisy, for which the president fined 
him 50 cents. The noisy brother 
then appealed to the lodge, the 
vice-president put it to a vote and 
the president was sustained.” 

At another point it was “Moved 
and seconded that the secretary be 
instructed to write to any lodge 
of Cincinnati to find out whether 
Brother Moses Hoffman was mar- 
ried in the Catholic church.” Andy 
wryly comments in this paper, “I 
should like to see the present ¢ec- 
retary get mixed up in any such 
ruling from this lodge.” 

In 1876 the lodge “moved and 
seconded that the janitor be in- 
structed to have the chairs in the 
lodge room fastened together so 
that the brothers cannot lean their 
heads against the wall, which has 
just been newly papered.” 

“On Dec. 30, 1877, Brother L. 
Brush was instructed to procure 
one cord of good hickory wood 
and six tin spittoons.” 

The District Grand Lodge con- 
vention was held in Lafayette in 
1878, and -the then president of 
Purdue, M. E. E. White, invited 
the delegates to visit the univer-. 
sity. Unfortunately, according ‘o 
the minutes, the letter was mis- 
sent by the post office and was 
not received until after the con- 
vention. 

On March 17, 1878, Brother E. 
Schaffner refused to sit up with a 
sick brother when notified, and a 


Jewish Leadership, Is It Jewish? 


slows increasing attention being paid to Jewish 
leadership in the United States is a who'esome 
symptom. It may mean the coming of age of 


Jewish communities, but whatever its signifi-. 


cance the fact is that the shortcomings of the 
people who now hold the reigns in our Jewish 
commtnities definitely are being examined crit- 
ically. 

This movement is nothing more nor less than 
an admission that many of the leaders in whos 
hands rest the determination of the policies of 
the U. S. Jewish community are Jewish in nam 
only, and in many cases even this vestige of their 
heritage is lacking. 

If the criticism had been made only by those 
who were bitter because the positions of leader- 
ship were denied them, then naturally, their words 
would to a great extent have to be discounted. 
But when the American Jewish Committee 
against whom the above charge is made most 
often, in its own publication, “The Contemporary 
Jewish Record,” joins the chorus, then perhaps 
the realization has gone even farther than was 
at first believed. The Record article, which was 
written by Burt Lewin, Ph.D., professor of chiid 
psychology at the University of Iowa, says in 
part: 

“In any group, those sections are apt to 
gain leadership which are more generally suc- 
cessful. In a minority group, individual mem- 
bers who are economically successful, or who 
have distinguished themselves in their pro- 
fessions, usually gain a higher degree of ac- 
ceptance by the majority group. This places 
them culturally on the periphery of the un- 
derprivileged group and makes them more 
likely to be “marginal” persons. They fre- 
quently have a negative balence and are par- 
ticularly eager to have their “good connec- 
tions” not endangered by too close a contact 
with those sections of the underprivileged 
group which are not acceptable to the ma- 
jority. Nevertheless, they are frequenily 
called for leadership by the underprivileged 
group because of their status and power. 
They themselves are usually eager to accept 
the leading role in the minority, partly as a 
substitute for gaining status in the majority, 
partly because such leadership makes it pos- 
sible for them to have and maintain additional 
contact with the majority. 

“As a result, we find the rather paradoxi- 
cal phenomenon of what one might call ‘the 
leader from the periphery.’ Instead of hav- 
ing a group led by people who are proud of 
the group, who wish to stay in it and to pro- 
mote it, we see minority leaders who. are 
lukewarm toward the group, who may, under 
a thin cover of loyalty, be fundamentally 
eager to leave the group, or who try to use 
their power outright for acts of negative 
chauvinism. Having achieved a relatively sat- 
isfactory status among non-Jews, these indi- 
viduals are chiefly concerned with maintain- 
ing the status quo and so try to soft-pedal 
any action which might arouse the attention 
of the non-Jew. These Jews would never think 
of accusing Knudsen of “double loyalty” for 
presiding at an American Danish raliy, but 
they are so accustomed to viewing Jewish 
events with the eyes of the anti-Semite that 
they are afraid of the accusation of double 
loyalty in the case of any outspoken Jewish 
action. If there is “danger” of a Jew’s being 
appointed to the Supreme Court, they will not 
hesitate to warn the President against such 
an action.” 


A second discussion of exactly the same prob- 
lem comes from the pen of Rabbi Saul E. White. 
It reads: 


“Jewish leadership in almost every commu- 
nity is basically unfriendly to the deepest 
feelings of the Jewish masses. It is most 
often recruited from an economic and social 
group that is above the average in wealth 
and comfort and one that has come to identi- 
fy its privileged position and outlook with 
the best interest of Isracl. Many of them 
have assumed the burdens of leadership not 
because of a deep love for Israel but on ac- 
count of an instinctive fear and an inherent 
distrust of all popular expression. It is no 
wonder that their outlook on Jewish life rare- 
ly goes beyond writing a check for the relief 
of “our suffering brethren across the seas.” 
They are not enthusiastic about the syna- 
gogue, but are not openly anti-religious. As 
long as Christians worship in churches, it 
is smart American adaptation for Jews to go 
to the synagogue, especially for those who 
live in the poorer districts. Ihey are opposed 
to Zionism because implied in the return to 
Palestine is the continuity of Jewish life and 
a historic future. They are opposed to Yid- 
dish. Their innermost wish is to assimilate, to 
disappear as Jews. But as long as Jews live, 
they choose to lead them, lest an independ- 
ent leadership come to call attention too bold- 
ly to Jewish group-life.” 


The problem from the positive side is stated 
in the June 13 issue of The Reconstructionist by 
Leopold J. Sneider when he tells what is a mini- 
mum for an understanding of Jewish needs. 


“Without having immersed himself in the 
stream of Jewish literature and history no 
Jew can acquire the essential equipment for 
self-evaluation nor, obviously, can he intelli- 
gently appraise modern Jewish problems. 
Jews must build the habit of increasing their 
familiarity with Jewish literature and life. 
They should pursue, some time during their 
life, at least one good course in Bible Study. 
They should acquire some understanding of 
the character of Post-Biblical and Rabbinic 
literature. They should cullivate at least a 
passing acquaintance with the literature of 
the Middle Ages and they should familiarize 
themselves with the dominant trends in the 
thought patterns of present day Jewish life. 
With such a background of educational equip- 
ment they can begin to construct a personal 
pattern for Jewish living in America.” 


To sum it all up, if you are a leader of a Jew- 
ish organization, then the least you can do is to 
acquaint yourself with your Jewish background. 
It is not enough just to be worried. 


In other words, if you are a leader of a Jew- 
ish organizat on, then it is not necessary for you 
to resign, although this would be an honest step, 
but if you do not care to acquaint yourse!f with 
the needs of the people whose functions you are 
guiding, then at least your constituency shouid 
at election time replace you with persons who 
are better equipped for the task. The B’nai B’rith 
president, the Council of Jewish Women presi- 
dent, the Hadassah president, the Sisterhood pres- 
ident, the ccmmunity council president, all have 
this alternative in front of them, if they propose 
to be honest w.th themselves and the aims of their 
organizations.

“Trend of Events,” a very important weekly news- 
letter, circulated among the Anglo-Jewish press, 
in a recent issue, has this to say: 

“A significant and highly deplorable trend re- 
flecting utter indifference for things Jewish in 
the upper stratum of American Jewry has been 
revealed in the last wills and testaments of six 
prominent American Jews. 

“During the past fortnight, six outstanding,
